PAPER SHORTAGE INCREASINGLY CRITICAL 
Just by way of reminder to those planning to par­ 
ticipate in the waste paper collection Wednesday of this 
week, it should be emphasized that Warren county is 
listed among those in the state that arc falling short 
of their quotas. 
This information should astonish many readers who 
have been content to sit back, throw out their chests and 
boast about some of the enviable records the Salvage 
Committee has made and the favorable comments re­ 
ceived through their efforts. 
Read the following telegram received by Governor 
Edward M artin from Donald M. N< son. chairman of 
the W ar Production Board. 
A lter you have finished, 
clip those articles which you may desire to preserve, 
then bundle this tesue with other papers you have ac­ 
cumulated and have them ready for the collectors Wed­ 
nesday : 
“The shortage of W aste Paper at the paper m ille is be­ 
com ing increasingly critical. 
The dem ands of the m ilitary for 
paperboard containers and paper products for shipm ent of sup­ 
plies to all battlefronts is grow ing constantly. 
This paper short­ 
age not only threatens a regular continuance of these shipm ents, 
but seriously affect practically all essential civilian uses of paper. 
The situation w ill becom e w orse unless w e can increase salvage 
o f w aste paper from the present rate of 533,000 tons a m onth fo 
approxim ately 667,000 tons. 
To reach this high figure we m ust 
m ake everyone conscious of this em ergency. 
W e m ust have the 
active cooperation of every man, w om an and child of Am erica. 
W e need a fuller understanding on the problem of coli*- ting and 
m oving prom ptly to the dealers and to the paper m ills ab ac­ 
c u m u la t io n s of w aste paper. 
W e particularly need the truck­ 
in g and m anpow er facilities in local com m unities in this resp ect 
The m ayors in m ost com m unities are givin g their Wholehearted 
cooperation to m em bers of the W ar Production Board and Local 
S alvage C om m ittees, and are doing a good job. 
But. because of 
the critical shortage of W aste Paper. I a?’c that you request them 
to redouble their efforts so there can be an early solution to thia 


serious problem.
